Over the Thanksgiving vacation a number of people in the communities 
around Sacramento State College were asking questions. ‘‘When are 
they going on strike’’’’ ‘When will they close our state college’?” 
“When will they start trouble at Sac State?’’ There is interest in 
Sacramento State College after all, even if it is off the campus. 

The main contention on the campus is that the college cannot be 
closed because there is too much apathy. Is that a fact? True, there 
is too much apathy, but which direction will the students here at State 
College carry the apathy? Will the apathetic students come to their 
school and lock horns with those who would try to close SSC, or will 
the apathetic students simply stay at home and wait for the other guy 
to do it? Would those students who don’t give a damn about anyone, 
other than themselves, start caring about their school and do they 
really care about themselves and their education? 


Too Much Apathy For Takeover 


“There is so much apathy on this campus that no takeover could 
possibly work.’”’ Is this a promise? Is there so much apathy that 
no takeover would work, or is there so much apathy that any small 
organized group could take over this campus, close down the schocl, 
break up as much equipment and as many people as it might care to? 

In the November 26, 1968, issue of this paper, Doug Ross, Hornet 
Editor, headlined an article, “Political Cauldron Bubbling.’’ That’s 
the point; all bubbling—no listening, no interest, no caring. Only 
BSU is organized enough on this campus, or cares enough, as a group, 
to accomplish anything. 


“Right of the People...” 


Understandably a question may have arisen, if you’ve read this 
far, as to who the “THEY” are in this article. The ‘“‘THEY” is not 
Chancellor Dumke, not Robert R. Smith. These men had not the right 
but the duty to close SFS; to see to it that no more property, paid for 
by apathetic tax payers, was destroyed; to see to it that the unrule 
did not lead to the bloodshed of some apathetic students.

Non-Violence: A Necessity Or A Preference? 


Editor, The Hornet: 


I would like to address myself 
to the 150 professors who, ac- 
cording to Mr. Melnicoe of 
the Police Science Department, 
Signed a statement saying, among 
other things, that ‘‘We are com- 
pletely opposed to violence, threats 
of violence and coercion. . . " 

The statement also says ‘‘... 
we recognize the difficulty of de- 
termining the justice of any of the 
parties involved....."" The pro- 
fessors who signed this statement 
would seem to imply that their 
recognition of this difficulty some- 
how excuses them from facing it 
and finally solving it. Their state- 
ment also seems to suggest that, 
regardless of who the involved par- 
ties are, these 150 professors want 
no part of them, and that they 
would ‘‘make full use of the many 
legal remedies that are avaiiable’’ 
to suppress violence, so that they 
might, I suppose, remain un- 
involved, 

I am convinced that all of the 
150 professors acted in good faith 
when they signed this statement. 
However, I beg them to consider 
the ramifications of their saying 
“We are completely opposed to 
violence,’’ Notice that they did 
not also specify their complete 
opposition to injustice, nor did they 
go on to say which they would 
choose, justice or non-violence, 
if a choice became necessary. 
I am convinced that all 150 pro- 
fessors would orofess_ their 
opposition (completely) to in- 
justice, if they were asked; I would 
be interested in knowing how many 
of them would choose non-violence 
over justice, if it came to such 
a choice. I wonder how much 
academic freedom, for example,

Let us not confuse our prior- 
ities, Let us say, rather, that 
we prefer non-violence, but that 
we cannot agree to be ‘‘completely 
opposed to violence.’’ (As it 
Stands, the statement would allow 
the Governor to sleep at night, 
and we all know he doesn’t want 
the enemy to do that). Let us 
admit openly that, with enough 
provocation, we would willingly 
become violent in the defense of 
the liberties which our forefathers 
have in the past fought so vio- 
lently to protect. 

It is that many faculty members 
and students at San Francisco 
State College — rightly or wrong- 
ly — feel they have reached this 
point. They are ready and willing 
to be violent. The rest of us 
would seem to have one of three 
choices: jointhem, suppress them, 
or negotiate. Or there is a fourth 
choice: We can sign statements 
saying that we are completely for 
or against violence, which is to 
ignore the issues completely. To 
declare oneself for or against vio- 
lence on the San Francisco or 
any other campus is ali well and 
good, but it is hopelessly irrele- 
vant to the issues at hand. If 
“order’’ is restored on the San 
Francisco campus by the use of 
force, the students will consider 
their suppression not as a response 
to their violence, but asa rejection 
—out of hand— of their demands. 
And while students may not have 
a “right” to be violent (1 don’t 
suppose anyone had the ‘‘right”’ 
to dump the tea into Boston harbor), 
they do have a right to be heard

The class, oper toall imerested 
students, will explore what it 
means to be an American living 
in America in 1969, with specific 
attention to some aspect of Amer- 
ican economic, cultural, social, or 
political life. The students will 
study contemporary America — 
its origin and goals, what present 
conditions were avoidable, and 
which were inevitable, and the 
qualities of mind and spirit 
resulting from our culture’s in- 
fluence,

The seminar will include an 
analysis of demographic con- 
ditions, immigrants, economic and 
political adjustments, and the 
idealistic and pragmatic attitudes 
of the American people.
